Wasuinoctron, D. C., March 12.—The de- 
fense opened the day’s proceedings in the 
star-route trial by calling Delegate Martin 
McGinnis, of Montana, to the witness-stand.

The United States Treasurer, for instance, 
fas a large force under him, and, while any 
new Treasurer would encounter serious 
dangers if he should attempt to make whole- 
sale removals among the experfenced and 
faithful officers who have the c — 2 of the 
public money, itis not to be doubted that a 
new freasurer appointed from outside the 
Treasary weuld made many removals. The 
persons most spoken of now in the Treasury 
for promotion to the office soon to be vacated 
by Mr. Gilfillan are Mr. Wyinan, the pres- 
ent Assistant-Treasurer.” and Mr. Graves, 
the Chief of the Redemptian Division 
of the Treasury, who was recently nom 
nated by the President as Chief Civil-Service 
Examiner, but who declined that office. Both 
Mr. Wyman and Mr. Graves are well fitted 
for the position of Treasurer, and are thor-

THE TARIFF ACT, 

MILLIONS OF COPIES COULD BE DISTRIBUTED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
It is a fact that the money recently paid to 
the Tariff Commissioners was in the adjust- 
ment of their expense account and not on ac- 
count of salaries. N® money has been paid 
for salaries since the commission was sup- 
posed to have expired. The expense ac- 
count, however, seems to be quite large. To 
this date the commission has cost the coun- 
try $69,000. The first few official printed 
copies of the Tax and Tariff bill were re- 
ceived at the House document-room today, 
and were speedily appropriated by the few 
Congressmen present. The document offi- 
cials say that there never bas been such a de- 
mand for any bill as there has been for this 
one, and that millions probably could be dis- 
tributed instead of the small number that has 
been ordered printed. 

OPERATION OF THE NEW LAW. 

Wasutnetror, D. C., March 12.~—The 
Treasury Department today tailed copies of 
the new Tariff act to all Collectors of Cus 


an ac oe vt once, an 
apply As all goods rin bonded w arehouses, as 
well as to goods imported after the date of 
the passage of the act. 

Sec. 7 repeals the duties on charges here- 
tofure added in ascertaining the dutiable 
value of merehandise for the purpose of as- 
sessment of duties. This action will cause 
a considerable reduction in the amount of 
duties collected, Which reduction is estimated 
by some at 5 per cent of the entire amount 
colleéted. 

Sec. 9 of the Tariff act changes the man- 
ner of ascertaining the value of merchandise 
consigned by manufacturers in foreign coun- 
tries to agents in the United States and for 
which there is no foreign market value for 
the reason that the goods are specially man- 
ufactured for sale in the United States only. 
The law authorizes the appraising officer to 
ascertain the cost and value of the material 
composing the merchandise at the time and 
place of manufacture, together with the ex- 
pense of manufacturing, preparing, and put- 
ting up the merchandise for shipment, and 
makes the value so ascertained the basis for 
the assessment of duties. 

THE SECTIONS OF THE ‘REVISED STATUTES 


repealed by Sec. 7 of the new Tariff bill are 
Secs. 2,907 and 2,908 and Sec. 14 of the act to 
amend the custoins revenue laws and to re- 
peal moeties, approved June 22, 1874. They 
are as follows: 4 

Suc. 2.907. In determin the dutiable value 
of merchandise there shall be added to the cost, 
or actual wholesale price or general market 
value at the time of expor nin the princi- 
pal markets of the country: from whence the 
same has been imported into the United States. 
the cost of transportation, hipment, tranship- 
ment, with all the expenses anoluded from the 
place of growth, production, or manufacture, 

whether by land or wat to the vessel 
in which the shipment made 
United States; the value of sack, 
or covering of any king in which 
such merchandise is contained commission at 
usual rates, but in no case less than 24 per cent 
and brokerage export duty, andéall other actual 
or usual charges tor putting mp preparing, and 
packing fur trausportation or shipment. All 
charges of a general character incurred in the 
purchase of a general invoice shall be dis- 
tributed pro rata among all parts of such in- 
voice: and every part thereof charged with the 
duties based on value shafl be advanced accord- 
ing to its proportion, and all wines or other 

artities paying specitic duties by grades sball be 

aded and pay duty according to actual 2 

so determined. 

Sec. 2,908 requires that 

All additions made to the entered value of 
merchandise for charges shalt be regarded as 
part of the actual value of such merchandise. 
and if such addition shail exceed by 10 per cent 
the value declared in the entry, in eddition to the 
duties imposed by law. there shall be collected 
a duty of 20 per cent on such value. 

LONG COMBING OR CARPET WOOLS 


are in part excepted... With this exception, 
however, the operation of these provisions is 
uniform and extends to all imported goods 
on which duty is laid. 

Sec. 14 of the revenue act of June 22, 1874, 
makes these provisions still more strict by 
authorizmg te. Collector, when charges, are 
omitted in the invoice, to make his own — 

and then collect duty on t 
amount. 
All these provisions have ceased to be law 
since 3d March. 


CIVIL-SERVICE REF 
THE POSITION OF CHIEF EXAMINER. 
WastirneTtor, D. C, March 12.—[Spécial,] 
—The Civil-Service Commission hes not yet 
found an abiding-place. They desire more 
room than they seem likely to get for the 
money which Congress appropriated. unless 
they choose to furnish their quarters at their 
own expense. Of course, no deficiencies 
are likely to be incurred on account of the 
Civil-Service Commission. T executive 
officer who should render himself liable for 
deficiencies for that commission would cer- 
tainly be called to a sharp account by a Dem-

ficer, and that he must be cenfirmed by

Senate. This opinion is 
upon the general ** that 
the President ot the United States is the 


constitutional appointing power, and that he 
is roquired to appoint all officers who are 
paid an annual salary unless the law creat- 
ing the office shall specifically deciare that 
the oflicer shall be appointed in some other 
Way, There is, however, no contest between 
the Commissioners and the President on this 


subject, The President is said to have in- 
formed the Commissioners that he should 
respett their selection. The impression 
now is that Mr. Charles Lymau, Chief 
Clerk of the Treasurer of United 
States, WII tendered the posi- 
tion of Chief Examiner. Mr. Lyman 
is uliarly fitted for this office. He has 


beén all his life an earnest advocate of civil- 
service reform. Ille was connected with the 
former ld reform movement under 
Grant, as was Mr. Graves, and was one of the 


+ principal execntive officers in carrying oat 


the system. Mr. Lyniarisa native of Con- 
necticut, a man of culture and fine ability, 
and has worked bis way up from a subordi- 
nate position to the important piace he now 
holds on his own merit. He is about 36years 
of age, and isa very efhcient, energetic ad- 
ministrative officer, and is exceedingly well 
equipped for the ’ position. 


SECRETARY CHANDLER. 
HE IS NOT AN ASPIRANT FOR SENATORIAL 
HONORS JUST NOW. 
WasHINGTo , D. C., March 12.—[Special.} 
—There have recently been rumors in va- 
rious quarters that Mr. William E. Chandler 
would soon assert himself as a candidate for 
the Senate as against Mr. Rollins. The fact 
that it is generally known among Mr. 
Chandler's friends mat he has long had as- 
pirations for the Senate has possibly given 
rise to this report. It is believed that the 
following statement accarately represents 
the situation: Mr. Chandler is not a 
candidate for the Senate. He believes 
that the position of Secretary of 
the Navy is an important one, and 
that the person occupying it ought 
not to seek for other honers nor enter the 
field as a candidate for the Senate. Mr. 
Chandler is not committed to the reélection 
ot Mr. Rollins, nor to the election of any 
particular person; but he believes that fair 
— — all in the ‘approaching contest is im- 

nt to enable the State to be carried Re- 
— in 1884. He is opposed to the elec- 
tion of more than one Senater at the present 
tine, 1 entertaining the views that he had 
inthe New Hampshire Legislature in 1881. 
While Mr. Chandler is in no sense a candi- 
date, he has not taken the position of thrust- 
ing away honors that have not been tendered 
um. 

It is very clear that Mr. Rollins will have no 
opposition to encounter from any candidacy 
of Mr. Chandler, as Mr. Chandler does not 
seek the place. It is also very certain that 
should Mr. Chandler be clected Senator he 
would not decline. 

Mr. Chandler 
of representing New Hampshire in the Sen- 
ate before his retirement from public life. It 
is probable, however, that he prefers to re- 
main in the Cabinet to accomplish some- 
tuing as Secretary of the Navy in the way of 
at least a partial construction of a new navy, 
rendered possible by the policy adopted by 
the last Congress, and that after that he can 
well be a candidate for the seat of Mr. 
Blair. It ts possible, however, that the New 
Hampshire Legislature may decide to elect 
both the Senators this summer. In that case 
the present situation would be altered.

I wouldn’t be bulldozed, and we separated | 
in ill humor. I learned afterward that Me- 
Gillicuddy had offered $100 to any Indian 


who would kill me. 1 heard this from sev- 


eral sources, and have every reason to be- 
lieve the information to be accurate. My 
life was in constant danger from that hour, 
and until I left the agency I held myself in 
readiness at all times to resist a murderous 
attack. You must know thag $100 is as much 
to an Indian as $10,000 or $20, yes, 
$50,000—would be to a eut-throat in Wash- 
ington or NewYork. Such being the case, 
ya can readily see the danger I was in.”

ALL-FIRED MAD 
ON ACGOUNT OF BRING THROWN OUT OF 
THK FIFTH AVENUE HOTPL. 

New York, Mareh 12.—[ Special.] — Four 
suits are now pending against Hiram 
Hitcheock and Alfred B. Daring, the pro- 
prietors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in which 
damages to the aggregate amount of $100,000 
are sought. All the suits grew out of the 
fact that Matthew F. Neville, his wife, sis- 
ter, and sister-in-law were ejected from the 
hotel on the nizht of dune 1, 1681. As vio 
lence was used in the process of ejecting Mr. 
Neville, he claims $50,000 damages, alleging 
that his windpipe was hurt by a person who 
performed the process. His suit is now 
on trial before Chief-Justice Daly and 
a jury in the Court of Common Pleas. In his 
complaint Neville asserts that he was- un- 
righteously attacked. For their defense 
Messrs. Hitcheock and Darling say that he 
was ejected from their hotel because he vio- 
lated its rules and raised a great disturbance 
init. The evidence given was not different 
from that formerly related in Tun Tribune. 
In opening for the defense Mr. Joseph II. 
Choate said that there were rules of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel that ladies should not enter 
by the ‘Twenty-fourth street entrance; 
that ladies should not go to 
the rooms of gentiemen, but should 
meet them in the reception-rooms or parlors, 
and that no guest under the influence of 
liquor should be given more liquor. All 
these rules, he said, were violated or at- 
tempted to be violated. He forced his way 
inte the hotel against the protest of a door- 
keeper, and dammed the rules of the nena, 
to the horror of that person. Ile took the 
ladies to the room of Mr, Wilson, and or- 
dered wine to be brought there to be arank 
in part by Mr. Wilson, who had already had 
more stimulants than was good for hia.

The Creditors of W. T. Alien & Co. Not 
Content with 50 Per Cent. 

An adjourned meeting of the creditors of 
William I. Allen & Co. was held in the club- 
room of the Tremont House yesterday, 
although very few additional developments 
were made regarding the bankrupt firm’s 
affairs. ‘The committee appointed at the last 
meeting with instructions to inquire into the 
assets of the firm made their report stating 
that they did not think the creditors would 
be justified in accepting the offer of Allen & 
Co. to settle at the rate of 30 cents on the dol- 
lar, but thought it would be advisable to en- 
tertain a proposition to aceept 60 per vent 
should the firm choose to make it. 

In reply to this, Mr. Remy, attorney for 
Allen & Co., stated that be had no 
authority to offer more than he 
had already done, nor could he pos- 
sibly see how assets of the firm 
would enable them to more than 50 per 
cent. He further sta that Mr. Curtis was 
unable to attend the meeting, as he was con- 
fined to his bed with a serious fit of sickness, 
but that he was there as his attorney to rep- 
resent him. Regarding Mr. Curtis’ assets 
and liabilities, he said that his personal lia- 
bilities outside of those of the firm would 
amount to upwards of $40,000, and his assets 
consisted ef some real estate in Washington 
Heights valued at about 813.000 and incum- 
bered for $8,000; real estate on Cottage Grove 
avenue with an incumbrance of $5,000; also 
some Third National Bank stock which had 
been pledged. Mr. Curtis, he salad, had been 
misrepresented as being a man of wealth, 
while in reality his assets would not begin 
to cover his individual Mabilities. Mr. Remy 
also said that the liabilities of the firm had 
been underestimated by about $8,000, that 
amount being due for insurance afd taxes, 
which would bring the total amount to 
nearly $360,000, 

The report made by Mr. Remy did not 
seem to satisfy the majority of the creditors 
present, as most of m were decidedly of 
the opinion that Mr. Curtis was worth more 
than represented. The meeting, however, 
was adjourned without taking any further

THE NUTT TRAGEDY. | 


N. I. Dukes ‘Now on Trial for 
the Murder of A. G. , 
Nutt.

The Correspondence That Found 
Its Conclusion in the As- 
sasination. 


Dukes Intimacy with the Daughter of 
His Victim and His Vile Sug- 
gestions. 


The Father’s Honorable Resentment 
Hurries Him to Death. 


Ustontow s, Pa., March 12.—The, trial of 
N. L. Dukes, a prominent young attorney 
and Democratic politician, for the assasina- 
tion of Capt. A. C. Nutt, Cashier of the Penn- 
sylvania State Treasury, began here today 
before a jury, Which was impaneled last 
week, and Judge Willson presiding. 

The tragedy occurrea on Sunday morning, 
Dec. 24, in the room Of the latter ai the Jen- 
nings House. Nutt had gone there by pre- 
arrangement to settle a difficulty in which 
the honor of his eldest daughter was in- 
volved, and with which Dukes was supposed 


to be seriously implicated, A friend of Nutt, 


named Breckenridge, who had accompanied 
him to the hotel, was in the hall, where he 
had stopped to talk. with another friend. 
Nutt had been in Dukes’ room but a mo- 
ment when sounds of afight reached those 
upon the outside. Breckenridge and a son 
of the hotel proprietor rushed into thé room, 
where they found Dukes and Nutt clinched. 
They separated the combatants, after which 
Dukes pulled a revolver and shot Nutt, 
killing him almost instantly. ‘The affair 
created the most intense excitement, not 
only here, but all over the State, on account 
of the prominence of the parties. There 
were at the time reports of correspondence 
between the two men which would fully ex- 
plain the tragedy. The excitement here is 
intense, as both the murderer and the mur- 
dered man had many warm friend here. A8 
said before, Nutt was cashier of the State 
Treasury, and Dukes Was the meimber-elect 
to the General Assembly, though, since the 
tragedy, he has not had the courage to 
claim his seat. Able counsel has been em- 
ployed on both sides, and an exciting trial 
may be anticipated. | 
TESTIMONY FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

F. C. Breckenridge was on the witness- 
stand this morning. “The point of his testi- 
mony was that when Nutt was shot by Dukes 
he was staanding wit his right arm resting 
on the mantel and his left arm hang by 
his side. He was exhausted and breath 
heavily from the struggle with Dukes, whieh 
was just over, and no movement of 


an ind. 

The defense, in crogss-examining Brecken- 
ridge, sought to break him, by showing that 
“at the hearing before the Coroner he had not 
testihed with absolute certainty to these 
facts, but wanted to do so. Breckenridge 
explained that he was ina state of great 
mental excitement and physical prostration 
when the Coroner examined him, imme- 
diately after the mur@erof his uncle, and 
that his recollection \ not as clear then as 
now. 

James 1. Feather testified this afternoon 
that after Lukes and Nutt had been sepa- 
rated in the former’s room, he pushed Dukes 
into one corner, when Dukes said, Ilie 
came in here to lick me, and L’Il shoot him.” 
Feather replied. Ile can't whip you now.“ 
but Dukes drew his revolver and fired across 
the room at Nutt, Killing him. Nutt was 
making no effort to draw a weapon. He 
was standing at rest with his right arm on 
the mantel. 

Lewis Williams, who also saw the shoot- 
ing, corroborated Feather in the main points 
of his evidence. Both witnesses on cross- 
examination became considerably confused, 
the attorney for the defense showing that 
their testimony was in some of its features 
in conflict With statéments they had made 
— the Coroner when the inquest was 
1eld. 

William Pickard, clerk in Springer’s hard- 
Ware store, testified that on the Friday pre- 
ceding the Sunday when the’ shooting was 
done he had sold Dukes a 32-calibre 
Smith & Wesson double-acting revolver. 
Dukes selected it with great care 
from among a number of others, saying he 
wanted one that was sure. A couple of cus- 
tomers happened to drop into the store at 
the time, when Dukes concealed himself, 
saying that he did not want everybody to 
know his business. Some other evidence of

THE TERRIBLE LETTERS. 

Untontown, Pa., March 11.—[Cleveland 
Leader.|—'There is considerable speculation 
touching the probable attitude of Judge 
Willson as to the admission of the letters 
which Dukes wrote to Nutt.

SCARCITY OF wins IN ENGLAND. 

The British Parliament is the last place in 
tue world ftom Whfth ap alarm as to the 
future of gold would be expected. The cap- 
ital interests of England have resisted stub- 
bornly every movement in the direction of 
an international agreement upon the double 
standard (gold and silver) money, because 
they have beliéved that they hold and will 
continu’ to hold an advantage over other 
countries by adhering to the single goid 
standard. But the time is approaching when, 
as Tue Tripune has often predicted, the 
other interests of Great Britain will insist 
upon an abandonment of this selfish policy. 
A conspicuous indication of this fact is fur- 
nished in a recent speech made in the House 
of Commons by Mr. Goshen, Whom the Lon- 
don Spectator pronounces of all men in the 
House the greatest authority on currency.” 
Mr. Goschen was speaking of thé prevailing 
distress of the English farmers, and he 
bed as one Of che chief causes thereof 
decline ih the stock and }roduction of 
gold and the consequent rise in its value. 
The rise in the value of gold is estimated by 
the éxpérts at from 15 to 20 pet cent, and 
it is admitted by all of them that the 
unuual yield of gold in the future will de- 
cline, ther than increase, thät the wear and 
te the use of fie metal in thé atts will 
Ore than exhaust the annual yield. and 
that gold, therefore, must continue to get 
searcet aud déarér. Tue gold stock of En- 
gland has experiericed @ special Srinkage

DAKOTA INDIVISIBLE. 

The edttor of the Bismarek Tribune, who 
has been one of the mo 
sistent advocates of the division of Dakota, 
tecognizes the hopelesuess of the project 
ang gives it up. Bills for division have been 
introduced and lost in both Houses of Con- 
gréss for the last cightor ten years. Every 
Republican and every Democratic conven- 
tion, the Tribune says, that has been held. 
in the Territory has demanded ft, and the 
Legislatare has passed niemortials over and 
over again, but they have beén of nd use. 
The bill was first fntroduc#d in 1871, and to- 
day the people are no nearer division than 
they were twelve years ago. 

The ſrthume makes a strong point against 
any turther agitation of thé question by 
showing that the reasons whieh have hereto- 
fore been urged for it are rapidly disappear- 
ing, and that by the time the next Legisia- 
ture meets the northern and southern parts 
of the State Will be united by at least four 
lines of railroad, Which will admit of a cen- 
trally located Capital with easy railroad com- 
muvications to the various parts of the State. 
It will be but a very short time, consideritg 
the rapid growth of Dakota, before all parts 
of the State will de In communicetion. Even 
now the northern part of the State is not 80 
isolated from the sonthern as the northern 
part of Michigan ffom the southern, or the 
corresponding portions of Texas or Califor- 
nia one trom thé other. A glance at the map, 
indeed, will show thatthe distance is not 
much greater than that from Cairo to Galena 
in our own State. 

Unquestionably the Bismarck Tribune is 
right in its declaration that the time for di- 
vision has gone by. Instead of agitating 
further division, the people should now 
work for consolidation and development, 
and agree to give up fighting With each other 
any longer over a dead issue. What they, 
want to do now is to go ahead and organize 
a State Goverhment, elect their member of 
Congress arid two Senators, as they can set- 
tle among themselves, and then ask Congress 
to let thém in. That is probably the snortest 
way, and will involve the least trouble. It is 
the way Colorado came in, and there is ho 
reason why Dakota should not do the same 
thing. There are no political objections, and 
certainly so far as tlie interests of the péo- 
ple are concérned they would be very tinwise 
to oppose it. Dakota is bound to be the Em- 
pire State of the great Northwest. and to 
overshadow its neighbors éast of the Mis- 
souriin population, in prodtction; and in all 
the elements of wonderful progress, and it 
is none too early for her people to sink all 
political prejudices and divisions, so far as 
this question is concerned, ahd make appli- 
cation to come into the Union as a gréat 
State, destined to be still greater, and to 6x- 
ercise a powerful influence on the interests 
of the Northwest.

There are champions “f meauness as of 
more manly arts. In every community some 
one so far outstrips all his competitors in 
sneakery that his fellow-citizens are almost 
ptoud of him.

this title for the whole United States, but a 
recent event gives ah unapproachahle pre- 
eminence to the members of one of the bands 
of business sluggéts who are operating 
in the arena of Success, and to one of them 
the belt will no doubt be awarded by the 
unanimous voicé of public opinion: 

Indian-Agent Tuft has recently been in- 
vestigating the trespasses of which the Cher- 
okees in the Indian Territory have com- 
plained to the Interior Department. The 
land of the Territory belongs to them. The 
faith of the Government ms been solemn- 
ly pledged to protect mem in their title. 
There is no vested right in this country that 
stands by a clearer legal, political, and moral 
title than this of the Créeks ahd Cherokees. 
All that is left to them of vast hunting 
grounds and ranges is this retreat, ceded to 
them by the United States at the close of the 
brave but hopeless struggle they made to 
keep the inheritancé of their fathers Whole, 
These Indians are poof—tieh only in eattie, 
ait, and the plightéd honor 6f the United 
States. 

The Indiatis have land to spare, and are 
willing to lease it on the most moderate terms 
to White men Who want to graze cattle. 
The rent they ask is less than 15 cents a 
head. For 300,000 caty they receive only 
$41,000 a year, Cattle men are eager to se- 
curé the privilege of putting their herds on 
the rich grasses of the Indian Territory on 
such reasonable terms, and no less than 
seventeen companies have made leasés with 
the Indians. The Indi on their side are 
glad of the income this b thém, for théy 
are building schools to edueate their children 
at an éxpensé fot which heir simple lifes 
furnishes but small means. 

The Standard Oil Company has gone Into 
the cattle business a3 a meahs Of putting 
away the accumulating milifons Which its 
monopoly of the kerosene markets of Hie 
world gives it,. It has vast herds, and ese 
herds must have pasturage. The best pastur- 
age is in the indian Territory, and 80 the 
Standard Oi!

AJI it concedes 
to the Cherokees under their charter from 
the Government is divested rights for the 
benefit of the oll millionaires. The rights of 
property are sacred when the property is oii 
wells, refineries, patents, and contracts. 
When the property is the sole refuge and 
support of a tribe of Indians its sacredness 
evaporates.

ty of others have not the Parisian excise of 
ignoranhee, poverty, and passion. In cool 
blood and perfect sélf-possession, these 
millionaire men of the worid and affairs ap- 
propriate the property of the weak and de- 
fenseless out of sheer covetousness. Their 
motto is that of Proudhen—that theft is prop- 
erty. 


GARFIELD AND WEBSTER ON THE 
TARIFY. 
The high|protectionists who advocate taxes 
shall close tin-plate and locomotive-tire 
manufactories in Chicago in order to make 
some mill bosses in Pittsburg millionaires 
quote Webstet and Garfield, among other 
great men, in defense of their spoliatons. 
Let tis see if these quotations from these 
learned and patriotic defenders of their conn- 
try’s Constitution and industries justity the 
system advocated by the Jowrnal and Pig- 
Iton Kelley of levying taxes to prevent the 
collection of revenue, and using the constitu- 
tional resource of enacting a tariff for the 
common defense” and “the general wel- 
fare” to weaken the common defense and in- 
jure the general welfare.

constitutional power is that of imposiiét a 


tariff for revenue. Taxes that prohibit Im- 


pottation and prevent revenue, like those on 
copper, salt, steel, iron, glass, earthenware 
clothing, ahd hundreds of other things, are 
consequently violations of the spirit if not 
the letter of the Constitution, and would be 
obnoxious to no one more than to Webster. 
So far as a constitutional tariff for revenue 
givés ineidental aid to American manufact- 
ures, Tun Taibune is a “ protectionist,” for 
tht is the Kind of a tariff we advocate. But 
venue for the Government should be the 
and primary object of the impost. But 
nowadays the object of the lobby and of 
Congress is to enhance the cost of thé nebes- 
saries of life fmmeénsely, for the purpose of 
enriching individuals at the general expense, 
Tariffs framed on such lines are dishonest 
and unconstitutional, and no candid, impar 
tial man Will deny it.

assumed to have possessed a Spiritual nature 
worth preserving. 

Looking upon the life and career of the 
late Mr. Eliott, and the character of his 
services to the world, the pomp and pageant- 
ry of his exit from it seem a little Incongre- 
ous. One-half his lte Had been spent in the 
penitentiary for such trifling? offenses as 
picking pockets, sitiggth¢ pedesttians, rob- 
bing them of their spate cash, and entering 
stores, banks, ahd private dwellings fot 
burglations purposes. The other half of his 
life; Which ought to have been in the pen- 
itentiary, had been spent in prize-fighiting, 
drinking, bullying; pounding, and assaulting 
inéffensive persons to gratify his disgusting 
and brutal nature. He was a first-class loaf- 
er, bully, vagabond, thief, and brute, and the 
only good thing iat marked His cateer 
was when he died in the patrol-wagon 
and the world Was rid of hifi. That such a 
pest should havé been éscoftéd to the grave 
in a püdlic manner and as a publié spectacle 
upon the Sabbath, with all the edulpments 
and paraphernalia that would attend the ob- 
sequies Of. a great or good man who had 
done something for the world, and amid eir- 
cumstanées that moeked solemnity and Dur- 
lésqued gfief, was not only Shocking te any 
person of refined taste, but it was & direct 
métiace of the respectable elements of the 
community by the lowest, most vicious, and 
most depraved classes.. It was intended to 
hold up this dead roffian and to impose him 
upon the community, upon which he had 
preyed all his life, as a defense of their own 


‘disreputable pursuits and as an éxample to 


be followed by the young in crime.

INVESTIGATORS AT WORK. 


The Visiting Committee while at Chester 
inquired into the needs of the institution for 
the coming two years, but did not formally 
take up the newspaper charges referred to. 
The ostensible authors of the charges, how- 
ever, called their attention to them. and Maj. 
Salter, who heard of it, promptly assured 
the committee that he was not only willing 
to meet an investigation of the most search- 
ing sort, but that he was anxious to have 
one, in order that the institution and its man- 
agement might have an opportunity for vin- 
dication before the people of the State. 

The committee will go to Pontiac Wednes- 
day to visit the State Reform School and 
thence to Joliet, where they will complete 
their investigation as to the requirements of 
the northern penitentiary.. After making a 
report on the appropriations, they will re- 
turn to Chester, where a thorough investi- 
gation as to the disbursement of the funds of 
the institution will be made. Under the law 
of 1879 the committee are authorized to send 
for books and papers, and examine wit- 
nesses under oath. One item with 
which dissatisfaction is expressed is 
the new convict kitchen, reported 
to have cost $15,000. This sum, it is charged, 
represents certain moneys which ure said to 
have deen used for other purposes and 
charged up to building expenses. ‘The same 
general charge is made with regard to the 
amount said to have been expended in the 
constructiob of the new stone solitary. 

There are already one or two surface indi- 
cations which have given rise to the theory 
that one of the moving causes of the coming 
rumpus is a desire on the part of Maj. 
Salter’s subordimates to step into his official 
shoes. It is whispered about that the 
inside management of the institution has 
not been as harmonious as it might or should 
have been for some time past, and that Maj. 
Salter and Aleck Sholl, pis chief clerk, have 
had several unpleasant clashings, Charley 
Dowell, the purchasun gent, and Deputy- 
Warden Starkweather, it is said, have im- 
bibed the notion that they were better cut 
out by nature and equipped by experience 
for the position of Warden than the present 
occupant. of that responsible berth, and, if 
current statements are correct, have not 
shied any stumbling-blocks in the way of the 
investigation. It is doubtful, however, 
whether any of them will be apt to profit by 
a change, even should a change be made. 

HOGAN’S IRE. 

Senator Hogan, who secured the appoint- 
ment of Joe Roberts, the new Commissioner. 
is likely to have something to say ir case 
there is a place te fill, and sume idea of what 
1 apt to say and do may be imagined from 
a mark he made this evening: That if a 
new Warden was to me outcome of the 
investigation it ought not to be one who had 
endeavored to work his predecessor out of 
oflice, or who was even suspected of it. 

ln this general connection it is learned to- 
night that Gov. Hamilton has for some time 
intended to visit Chester and look into the 
running of the institution himself, with a 
view of learning what real trouble and in- 
harmony is. He remarked tonight that such 
was still his Intention, and he proposed to

The general impression among those who 
are familiar with prison mapagement gen- 
erally is that while Maj. Salter may have 
yielded much of the details of the veniten- 
N management, and 8 the books, 
to his subordinates, while his idea ot 
discipline may not be as severe as those 
which prevall in other institutions, his hon- 
esty is above reproach.

veyancss, or incumbrances of such goods 
chatteis so used in carrying on such * 
nor shall any claim of property by any.thi 
person to such goods and chattels 20 used in 
carrying on such bustness avail against such 
levy so made by the Sheriff, and no property 
shall be exempt from said levy until the amount 
of the tx. penalty, interest, and costs are paid. 
Sees, 6 and 7 explain the many legal 
provisions under which the Sheriff may act 


in different cases. 

See. 8 provides that if any person acts 
for a person or persons Outside of the State, 
without having complied with the foregoing 
provisions of this act, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion by any Court of Common Pleas, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 3500 and 
not more than $1,000, and imprisonment not 
less than ten say, and not more than six 
months, and jurisdiction is-conferred on the 
Court of Common Pleas of any county of 
such offense. 

Sec. 9. One-half of all funds paid into the 
County Treasury under the provisions of this 
act shall be credited and * by the County 
Treasurer to the [municipal] corporations from 
whieb such funds were raised, and shail be ap- 
plied to the general expense of such corpora- 
tions. One-fourth of all such funds shall be 
paid to the State Treasurer under the provisions 
of Sec. 6 of this act and shall be placed to the 
credit of a fund hereby created and to be 
called the Imbecile Hospital fund, which 
last-named fund shall be applied solely to the 
erection and maintenance of a hospital for the 
restraint and care of inebriates: and the remain- 
ing one-fourth of all such tirst-named fund 
shall remain in the treasury of the proper 
county to the credit of its general expense ac- 
count. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from the 18th day of May, 1883. 


Gov. Porter’s Vetees ta Indiana—New 
Lawse-The State-House. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 12.—[{Special.] 
—Gov. Porter has veteed the bill proposing 
toamend the law providing that doors of 
public buildings shall swmg outwardly, by 
exempting seminaries and school-houses 
from its operations and providing that Town- 
ship Trustees shall in no case be liable to a 
penalty for a refusal or a negiect to cause 
doors of school-houses to swing outwardly. 
The Governor is of opinion that the re- 
quirements of the law should apply, to 
seminaries and school-houses above All 
other buildings. He also vetoed the bill 
to provide for the removal of mill- 
dams and other obstructions from 
water-courses to prevent the overflow of 
This bill was supposed to have chiefly 
a local application, but since its passage the 
Governor sets forth that he has received 
letters and telegrams from persons having 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars in- 
vested in mills and manufacturing establish- 
ments, whose value would be jeopardized 
by the carrying out of the provisionsof the 
act. Bills have become laws without the 
Governor’s signature, fixing a time when 
legal pres umption of death takes effect— 
namely: after an unexplained absence from 
the place of residence for five vears, and gro- 
viding that proof of death and partition of 
insurance on the lives of such decedents 
may be made: also authorizi boards of 
County Commissioners to grant bounties for 
nen of hawks, woodchucks, and 
owls. 

‘The Board of State-House Commissioners 
has instructed Architect Scherer to com- 
mence work on the new plans for the comple- 
tion of the buildine. the purpose being to 
prepare for the emergency and relet the con- 
tract without-unnecessary delay, in case the 

resent contractors should throw up the job.

He states that all the Canadian 
railway securities have peen taken in Europe 
on the faith of this legislation, and goes on 
to say that the bill now before the House 
repeals all this and puts the virtual control 
of all railways in the hands of three men 
not responsible to any one. It in effect leaves 
to them the fixing of tolls, etc., in direct vio- 
lation of the statutes under which the sev- 
eral railways were built and their se- 
curities sold.

MUTUAL REUNION. 


The Wires That Were Snipped 
Have Been Spliced and Are 
ig Operation. 


A Stipulation Agreed Upon Which Is 
Supposed to Protect the Rights 
of Both Parties. 


The Mayor Reports His Action to the 
Council and It Is; After Oriti- 
cism, Indorsed. 


On March 2 the wires of the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company were cut by order of the 
Mayor. Yesterday, in accordance with an agree- 
ment entered iato with the Mayor, counection 
was redéstablished with the outside world and 
business is being transacted as usual. The con- 
ditions on which’ the pew order of thmgsis based 
will be learned from the following detailed re- 
ports of negotiations and proceedings: 

At the meeting of the City Council last even- 
ing a communication was received from the 
Mayor, givm the fucts in reluacion to the recent 
difficulty between the dity and the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company, and ineclusing 

THIS LETTER: 

“New York, March 10, 1883—The Hon. C. H. 
Harrison, etc.—Dear Sir: I beg leave to address 
you respect'ng the existing. troubies between 
our company and the City of Chicago. I think 
there are sume misunderstandings in the case 
jl — may be cleared up. Lseeby your altidavit, 
which was filed before Judge Drummond the 
otner day, that you disclose a conversauon had 
with Mr. Jobn O. Evans ut the time ot the pas- 
suge of the ordinance in 9 2 1881, when 
you notified Mr. Evans that our right to occupy 
the streets of Obicago with poles and lines must 
certainly terminate on the tirat day of the pres- 
ent mouth, Mr, Evans gas then President of 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company. Very 
soon after be sickened and died, l was 
elected to succeed bim. Ieame into we office 
of President with no knowledge of auy private 
understanding betweeu yourself and my prede-+ 
cessor. AS us ofiicer of this corporation and 
trustee fur its stockholders, it was my duty 
to protect whatever rights we bad, or 
thought we bad. This, and this only, have I 
sought to do. Itake it that you, as Mayor of 
the City of Chicago, huve been actuated by sim- 
Har motives; that your only desire has been to 
perform the duties devolved upon you by the 
laws and ordinances and your bath of office. 1 
do not believe you have any disposition to wan- 
tonly obstruct our busiuess or the business of 
our patrons in Chicago, nor that youTave any 
malicious or vindictive purpose in the premises. 

With this in mind, I offer a suggestion: With 
its wires cut, the Mutuai Union Telegraph Com- 
pany is suffering an almost ruinous stoppage of 

usiness, and thousands of its patrons iu Chica- 
go and elsewhere are greatly inconvenienced. 

‘ow, the courts buve decided aguinst us; yet 
there are still great physical diilicuities in the 
way of our inétantly adopting an underground 
or cable system. At least, it will take some 
time. Now, even though it be true, as you 
may insist, that we should dave auticipated 
these com piications before the Ist of Marcb, the 
faet remaius that they were not provided for. I 
think it not unreasonable te sappose that, if 
asked, the Common Councfi will still grant us a 
temporary exteusion ot our right to use our 
wires until we can make other urrangements. 
But even this will take some days, and perha 
weeks, as no ordinance on the subject can be 
passed in a moment. 

Now. may I ask that iu view of the emergency 
you will grant us temporary permission to use 
our wires, conditioned absolutely and unmis- 
takably upon the understanding that such use 
shall io no way. prejudice the rights of either 
party, and that at any instunt you may eect 
you may recut them,so as to leave them iu 
their present conditien. As I understand the 
decision of Judge Drummond be holds that 
the summary cutting of our wires by you wus 
legal., and that poles and wires must 
remain until the rights of both parties 
to the compact—the City of Chicago and 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company—shall be 
determined by the courts, If I am correct in 
tois interpretation of Judge Drummond's opin- 
ion, it is beyond your power to take down our 
poles and wires except through an order from 
some court of competent jurisdiction after a 
hearing. The only effect, then, of maintaining 
the wires in their present cut condition will be 
to embarrass Us and our patrons, the business 
people of Chicago, without the slightest com- 
pensating advanta to the municipality of 
which you are Chief Executive. 

“I have instructed Mr. Chapman, our Super- 
intendent at Chicago, to make immediate appli- 
cation to the Common Council of Chicaio for an 
ordinance to enable us to string cables on short 
poles, in lieu of single wires on long poles. Mr. 
Cbhupman has a power of attorney to actin the 
matter. and will undoubtediy use reasonable 
baste to perfect such an arrangement. S0 that 
ali l esk is temporary relief to ourselves and 
patrons until we can comply with the require- 
ments of the authorities of the City of Chicago. 
Respectfully, JOuN G. Moors, President.” 

THE DECISION OF JUDGE DRUMMOND, 
his Honor said, forced the city to leave the poles 
and wires standing until by slow process of luv 
the city night force them to be taken down. 
The poles and wires standing were injurious to 
the city just as much while idle as if in use; the 
city Was damaged by the wires, and the people 
were not accommodatedin any way by them.

A.LUNATIC AT LARGE. 


He Shoots His Brother’s Wife, aad then 
Fries to Kin Aim ei. 

- PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 12.—[Speelal.] 
—lf John Syren had only been taken to a 
lunatic asylum yesterday, when it was pro- 
posed to do so, he would not now be a dying 
man and his brother a widower. He came to 
this country from France a year ago, follow- 
ing his brother Xavier, who has now been 
here eight years and had married a country- 
woman who had preceded him to America. 
When about 13 years of age John became 
entangled in a thrashing-machine and sus- | 
tained such injuries to his leg that it was

The Pictures. 

The third annual exhibition of the Chicago 
Art League, inauguratdd last evening, is a posi- 
tive success in regard to the number and quality 
of pictures shown, The glare, and heat, and 
crowd of a reception night is not the best time 
to inepect and passa judgment upon so varied a 
collection of work a8 was there shown, yet it is 
safe to say that those who went in answer to the 
very handsome invitations designed by hir. 
Macdonald, of the ieague, carried away a good 
impression of the strength and ability of our 
younger local artists, whose work must hereaft- 
er be regarded as an important fuctor in our 
future art growth. These young men have been 
thoroughly in earnest in their studies, working 
always from nature, and there is apparent, even 
in their most ambitious attempts and occasional 
crudities, a decided trepdom of handiing and an 
independence of +t Fut that owe ‘teeir origin 
to no class or school, but are the ouigrowth of 
their own indiv ‘duality and the honest, friendly 
criticism they are ever wut to give and re- 
ceive from each other. They have done weil,

of their friends, and under difficulties that would 
have discouraged men of less enthusiasm and 
energy they presented last night a collection of 
their work which did them credit and cailed 
forth many expressions of admiration aad .

Local Finances Steady — Exchange 
Stronger—Cash Moving Freely 
Westward. 


Stocks Improving, with Increasing 
Railroad Earnings, Present 
and Prospective. 


No Great Pick-Up in Business as Ev- 
idenced by the Week’s Bank- 
Clearings. . 


The Produce Markets Dull and Weak— 
Prices Declined Wunder Free 
Offerings. 


Buyers Not Numerous—The Weakness Partly 
Due to Fine Weather—New York 
Selling. 


FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was only fairly active 
yesterday. The currency orders from the coun- 
try were heavier, and the local call for funds 
was fair, rates remaining at (Gr per cent. 

The aggregate of the Chicagu bank clearings 
yesterday was $7,800,000, or about $1,000,000 more 
than the total for Saturday. 

The internal- revenue receipts yesterday were 
$21,491, spirits paying $14,612. and cigars and 
tobaceo $6,472. K 

Bastern exchange was active yesterday and 
higher, opening with sales at 75c discount per 
$1,000, and closing at par. 

Foreign exchange was quoted stronger under 
light offerings. Posted rates on sterling were 
482% and 485, with actual at 482 and 48%½: Eu- 
glish documentary, 4704 @t79X. French docu- 
mentary was quoted at 526%, and German do at 
95 *. 

Local houses report a good home demand for 
investments, with few local securities offering. 

The New York stock market was generally 
firm yesterday, with not much doing. The clos- 
ing prices averaged higher than the opening 
figures, a few lines belng quoted Strong. St. 
Paul and Burlington were among the latter. 
Tne strength was understood to be largely due 
to reports that the earhings of several roads bad 
been much larger recently than expected, with 
the belief that the winter is practically ‘over, 
permitting the transaction of larger business 
with smaller expenses. 

Following is the substance of a dispateb received 
from New York: The aunual report of the St. Paul 
Road, made public in New York at the Directors' 
meeting yesterday, shows gross earnings of $20,- 
386,725 for the year 1882. The net income is 
$8,824,466. The floating debt on. Dec. 31, 1882, 
was $7,160,002, against which the company bold 
in cash, material to be used in 1883, amounts due 
from land sales. bills receivabie, agents, and 
miscellaneous biils the sum of $6,826,078. This 
leaves, as represented, an actual debt of $54,425. 

It is stated that the St. Paul Directors yester- 
day declared a dividend of 3% percent on both 
common and preferred stock, payable April 16, 
the books to close March 26. 

The annual report of Miss ouri Pacific for 1882 
is expected to show net earnings of 13 per cent 
on the stock, with no floating debt, and $2,500,000 
in hand after paying interest and dividends. 

The total earnings of the Southwest system 
for the first week in March are reported at 8678. 
000—an increase of $148,000 over the same week 
in 1881. The Missouri Pacific increased $71,000, 
the earnings running up to $195,000. The Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas earned $187,000—an in- 
crease of $26,000; the International & Great 
Northern, $75,000—a gain of $10,000; Iron Mount- 
ain earned $136,000—an increase of $3,000; Texas 
Pacitie, $104,000—an increase of $25,000; Central 
Branch, $31,000—a gain of $13,000. 

Chicago & Alton earnings for the first week in 
March increased $26,000; Manitoba increased 
$8,000. 
Insiders say that ithas been decided to pag a 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent on .Canada 
Southeru, and 2 per cent on Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central an May day. 

Erie has made a contract with Nickel Plate to 
run through trains to Chicago over the latter 
road. 

A rumor is currentin New York to the effect 
that an enormous bull combination in, stocks 
has been formed there, in London, in A nster- 
dam, and in Frankfort, wh ich proposes to buy 
about 350,000 shares. 

Vanderbilt is quoted as saying that the earn- 
ings of Lake Shore since the close of December 
have been at the rate of $19,000,000 per year, and 
those of the New York Central show at the rate 
of $36,000 ,000 per annum. 

Wall street bears pretend to be astonished at 
the announcement a an increase in the divi- 
dend of the Western Union, They say the earn- 
ings of the company do not warfrant the in- 
craase, and fancy that somebody wants to make 
a market to sell on. The estate of the late Gov. 
Morgan is said to hoid about 40,000 shares, and 
these busybodies think it more than likely that 
the contemplated sale of this stock has some- 
thing to do with the increased dividend. 

Bradstreet’s says about $3,000,000 in gold was or- 
dered over from Europe last week. When the 
posted rates on sterling fell to 48% and 984 
there was a profit of a little over one-eighht of 
per cent at these rates, or rather the rates act- 
ually charged, in importing oid. 

The Financiat Chronicle says of the Union Pa- 
cifie’s recent report, which has been so closely 
scrutinized, that the debt is by no means large 
(for a company of the size of the Union Pacitic), 
even when supplies are omitted as an offset.” 
The net debt is figured at $3,611,180, against $4,- 
036,078 in 1881; fuel and materials at $2,768,487, 
and in 1881 at $3,164,476. The Chronicle adds that 
“these figures iniicate mat the debt is not ma- 
terially different from what it was a year agro.” 

The Chronicle gives $17,151,002 as the aggreate 
gross earnings of sixty railroads and brancbes 
for the month of February, on a mileage of 47,212 
miles, In the same month, 1882, the total gross 
earnings were $16,636,361, on a mileage of 43,045 
miles. The Chronicle says that the exhibit for 
last month will be deemed very satisfactory, 
considering the floods, snow, aud influence of 
the tariff question on general business. There 
was some failing off in passenger receipts. The 
Southwestern roads continue to hold the first 
place in point of improvement on last year’s busi- 
ness. Nearly all the roads in tho cotton sections 
show gains. The Western and Northwestern 
roads sustained heavy losses on account of snow 
and flouds, but rained as soon as the tracks were 
clear. The trunk lines are understood to have 
done weil, and the Eastern roads record large 
totais.

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5 COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were duil and 
weak yesterday. The fine weather here and 
woakness in England sent wheat down, and the 
lead was followed by the rest. They all seemed 
to depend upon that to an unusual degree. The 
closing teeling was steadier, but tame. There 
was a brisk calling for margins early in the day 
‘by the leading shorts, which heiped quotations 
downwards. Shorts Glied in freely during the 
first bour, but afterwards some of them sold 
again at lower prices. 

Provisions were quiet and weak. Pork de- 
clined ge, and closed Tc below the latest 
prices of Saturday at $18.40 for May. Lard de- 
clined 12%c and elosed We lower, at 81.7 %½ for 
May. Ribs feil off 100. and closed flat. Liverpooi re- 
ported a firmer tone in lard aud weats,and the lo- 
cal bog market was quoted stronger witb a small 
supply, while the market for stuff was under- 
s tooch to be already below the cost of produc- 
tion. There was a fair sbipping demand here 
for meats, including some inquiry for export, 
and New York reported a good export demand 
for lard. But the weaknessin wheat was cited 
as a reason for letting provisions down, and they 
went. A prominent Milwaukee operator, un- 
derstood to be a long on lard, let out as much as 
the market would take, and the Wall street own- 
ers of our short ris discovered that they have 
no use for the property except when other peo- 
ple want it; and so they sold all that they could 
tind buyers for, there being no apparant specu- 
lative demand for anything on the floor. On the 
afternoon call pork was easier, closing at 618. * 
18.0 for May. 

Flour’was dull and quoted weak, though, with- 
out avy general marking down of prices. For- 
eign orders were few, and generaily limited be- 
low the views of bolders. Bran aud other 
coarse milistuffs were tame and, easy. 

Wheat was moderately active and weak, de- 
clintng le and closing e below the latest prices 
of Saturday, at $1.07% for April and $1.12% for 
May. Liverpool and Londen were quoted dull, 
with fine weather there as well as bere, and our 
receipts showed a considerable increase in 
volume. These facts seem to bu ve 
decided certaih Wall street holders to 
sell out their wheat, and some 
other considerations induced them to go into 
corn. The selling was brisk earty in the day, 


‘the offerings being mostly taken by prominent 


firms, whose customers had evidently not lost 
faith in the article. After II o'clock there was 
littie doing and only a smal! variation in prices 
from the bottom point of the session. Seiler the 
year was particularly weak; it was offered at 
$1.03, witu 81.01 bid, against a nominal range of 
S1. 03 1.053 on Saturday. Car-lotssold , lower, 
except on frésh receipts of No. 2 spring, which 
sold le lower, and were weak at that. On the 
afternoon call the market was weaker, May 
closing at $1.12, and sold later at $1.11%. 

Corn is rather quiet and generally, weak, de- 
clining e, and elosing ne below the latest 
prices of Saturday, at 57%c for March, and dix e 
for May. The British markets were cailed dull 
and depressed, receipts dere were larger, and 
those at St. Louls reported to be so, while the 


percentage of No. in our receipts was on the 


increase. These things made the market very 
sensitive in the direction of weakness, and it 
moved down with wheat, though there was a 
fair speculative demand for corn by people who 
were Selling the other. At every %c decline in 
wheat operatorsin that market rushed out to 
sell corn, there being also a preponder- 
ance of selling orders from the West and 
Southwest. There was a moderate shipping 
demand at about Ic decline, with a severe dis- 
crimiaation against reeeipts in houses which do 
not receive corn from the Souta aud Southwest. 
The difference was greatest in the case of new 
mixed and least in No. 2. Ou the afternoon call 
the market was easy, closing at 6ligc bid for 
May. 

Oats were strong at the opening, but the weak- 
ness in th® other gran markets, together with 
tbe increased receipts and lack of buying orders 
early, caused an easier feeling, particularly in 
spot and the early futures, which dropped Ae. 
the later deliveries declining nc. An in- 
creased speculative demand later induced a 
firmer tone, spot, selier the month, and April 
closing with ‘a decline on the day of Fc. and 
May being de lower than the latest prices of 
Saturday. The market throughout closed firm. 
No. 2spot sold in a small way at 414@42\0, 
and July sold at Nene. Samples were slow, 
and lower prices were realized than on Saturday. 

Rye was dull and lower, us a result of liberal 

receipts and the fact that several longs were in- 
clined to realize ata loss. No. 2 spot sold from 
64'\yc down toe, closing at e. Seiler April 
was nominal at We and May sold at 6754@68\c, 
closing at the inside figure, Rejected sold early 
at 54e, and near the close at 5360. Samples were 
relatively lower. 

Barley was quiet, the eniy store transaction 
bolng a sale of No. 3 gilt-edged at 50%0, No. 2 
spot being nominally quotabie at 780. Samples 
were pienty and dull at about Saturday’s prices. 

The grocery market was again quiet. and most 
staples were quoted steady, sugars being rather 
firm. Dried fruits were quiet also ana steady. Oils 
continue dull, and carbon is easier. Coals were 
quiet, and anthracite is not very strong, rumors 
shading being current. Other kinds were hela 
at the old figures. Butter is still slow of sale 
and weak under quite free offerings of grades 
that come into competition with hutterine. 
Cheese Was not so much called for, but prices 
were maintained, the stocks not bemg very 
large. 

There was a steady trade in green fruits, with 
prices holding steady. Ears were quiet at 180 
per doz. In hides, grease, and tatiow there were 
no new featufes, the demand for the former 
being mostly confined to the better grades of 
light. Potatoes in good supply and steady. 
Poultry steady and firm, and game plenty and 
selling much lower. In seeds, timothy seed 
showed liberal offerings and a good demand, 
being quotable at 51.880 1.00 for prime. 
Clover seed searce and higher, selling at $8.00@ 
5.05 for prime new, and $7.85@7.95 for old. Fia«- 
seed was steady with fair receipts, No. 1 on 
truck selling at $1.34. Dressed aogs scarce and 
firm, heavy selling at $8.10. 

The death of Capt. Thomas L. Parker was re- 
ported on Change ‘yesterday, and appropriate 
resolutions adopted. 

It may seem strange that an “intelligent” 
member of the Board of Trade should have 
bought 200,000 bu of wheat fast week on the 


strength of the Wiggins storm, but he did, and 


sold it out yesterday at a 1088. 

The dissolving of thé bucket-shop injunctions 
yesterday by the United States Court leaves the 
Board of Trade of this city free to furnish all 
desired information to commercial organiza- 
tions, and let the mere gawbling-shops do as 
they list if not as they would. 

The receipts of cattle exceeded tnose of nogs 
in this city yesterday, probably for the first time 
in the history of Chicago asacity. There are 
traditions to the effect that such a thing was not 
unusual previous 0 1837. It was only natural 
that cattle shauld be weak and hogs strong yes- 
terday. 

Some of the folks on Change said yesterday 
that the duliness observable is a direct conse- 
quence of the rules against corners. In the ab- 
ones ot any protection the bears are afraid to 
sell short, and consequently no one is able to go 
long. Pity, tis,“ ete 

The situation in bog products is a peculiar 
one. They are said to be seiling 4@5 per cent 
below the current cost of production, with small 
receipts of hogs and all the best animals being 
taken by shippers to the seaboard. Something 
must give way before long. The bears are soll- 
ing on the theory that a large movement of cat- 
tie will certainly depress prices by causihg a 
much smailer consumption of hog meat.
